WHEN SOTInGVEACT letters From The Front 


Chiff. Malcolm writes: ‘ 
France, Nov. 25, 1916 

I have been extremely pusy this 
last week and have had notimo for 
writing. When we came out -of the 
trenches the last trip, I was sent 
straight to a school of instruction in 
bombing .and bayonet fighting and 
just returned to the good old batta- 
lion to-night when I got your letters 
and papers which as usual were ll 
welcome and interesting. The course 
of instructions was good and I learo- 
ed many more useful pvints about 
this game of war and willbe able to 
strafe old Fritz to perfection, 

The weather is still wet, cold and 

foggy and very much different to that 
of this time last year; here it is my 
birthday and [’m getting to be quite 
an old man. I have just been thinking 
ofthe fun we used to have getting 
‘weady for parties, ctc., just a tew 
years ago and how you, mother, used 

say you hated giving parties on 
ur birthday as they would think we 
were just after the presents; never- 
theless, mother, let’s hope we will be 
all together for my next birthday and 
we will have a little party, presents 
or no presents. 

f had a Jetter from Roy and he 
‘seems to be enjoying himself in 
‘Bhgnty, and [ do hope he manages 
to get in something gaod over there 
‘Lt, Major had a letter from Miss 
‘Yyner to-night asking about Cliff. 
it seems they have received very lit- 

le particulars regarding his death. L 
think 1 have told you once belure 

ow it happened: however, he and 
Norm, were in ‘'D’’ Coy, and they 
were in supports. Wewere in the 
front line. Thank goodness I’ritz did 
‘not have a very good range on our 
|line and the shelling was considerably 
lighter there than in the supports: 
‘nevertheless it was enough for me 
land I'sure hugged the bottom of the 
dirt that night, I just had a little 
dugout big enough to double up in. 
Another boy of the 89th and I were 
arrying a wounded fellow back to the 
‘dressing station. How we got 
through, God only knows. Shells fell 
ahead of us and_ behind and on all 

sides but we got there safely and no 
one was happier than the fellow we 
carried in. He had been laying out 
in no man’s land for fourdays with 


his leg broken in two places. He 
must have been nearly frozen as he 
was in the kilts (16th Batt.) This 


was the llth Oct. just after the 16th 
made the charge ov Regina trench. 
When we were coming back we had 
to pass over the support line and it 
was here I first heard of Clifl’s. 
‘death and of Norm., and Joe. Norm 
and Cliff were just having dinner in 
‘their little dugout and Cliff was sit- 
ting along side of Norm. and was 
holding out the jam tin to him wheo 
a small shell lit in: the trench at 
their feet. Norm. after the explosion 
leat up, and although almost blinded, 
ays he saw Cliff still holding out the 
jam to him, The shell must have 
broken in such a way that the shrap- 
nel all went, straight up as_ neither of 
hem had a mark, Norm. got one 
piece through his helmet but it did 
not touch him. He had a very nar- 
row escape. Cliff had no mark at all: 
the concussion killed him, The boys 
buried him back of the trench and 
were good efough to putupa little 
‘cross. We surely miss him around as 
he was a fine boy. You will have seen 
by the Advocate where Jimmy (or 
Shorty) McRae was killed. He drop- 
ped right into McWhirter’s arms, and 
poor Mac stood it. Well, it was a 
mighty close call for him. The same 
shell got several, including the Ser- 
geant Major. Shorty died on the road 
tothe ambulance after he left the 
dressing station. We sure miss that 
kid .as was so comical. Roy and I 
used to go to the Orange hall with 
him when kids. Shorty was always 
talking ahout the times we kids and 
Holf Nagle used to have. 

We are in a quiet part of the line 
at present and it is a change from 
the— 

Well, mother I am looking forward 
to the parcel you have sent and hope 
it lands here soon. We had a_ few ex- 
tra franes given us this last pay for 
Xmas presents to send home, but all 
you can get over here is cards and 
handkerchiefs which I am sending and 
hope you received O.K. I had a letter 
from Leslie Simpsoa and he expects 
to be here again soon, and I certain- 
ly be glad to see some one that be- 
longs to us. I have felt mighty lonely 
at times since coming out here, it 
was all right when I was with Roy: 
however, keep smiling it’s absolutely 
the only system and the best.

Synopsis of Canadian North- 
west Land Kegulations, 


The sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter section wi available 
Dominion land in Maniteva, Sask- 
tchewan or Alberta, Applicant 
must appear in person ae the Dom- 
inion Lands Agency or 
for the District. Entry by proxy 
may be made at any Dominion Lands 
Agency (but not Sub-Agency), on 
certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each 
of three years. A homesteader may 
live within nine miles of his home- 
stead on a farm of at least 80 acres, 
on tertain conditions. A habitable 
ouse is required except where resi- 
dence is performed in the vicinity.

CARDIFF AGAINST PEACE 


Welshmen Denounced | Premature Dis 
cusslons—“Cromwell Needed” 

As a counterblast to a meeting of 
the National Council of Civil Liber- 
ties Cardiff arranged a great patriotic 
demonstration. On the platform were 
representatives of every shade of 
political thought, and with typical 
Welsh fervor the great audience of 
working men and women roared its m 
determination to “turn the false peace 
agitators away from Cardiff,” as Mr. 
C. B. Stanton, the miners’ M.P., put it 
at the end of a rousing speech. “It 
the Government is too weak to stop 
mischievous people from poisoning 
the minds of some of our best boys 
in the colliery districts, let us show P 
them that Cardiff !s strong enough to 
call a halt.” Deafening cheers tindi- 
cated that every one of his hearers 
was with him in this sentiment. 

Major-General Sir Ivor Herbert, who 
presided, read a message from Lord 
Rhondda saying, “I wish we could in- 
fuse a dash of Cromwell into the Cabi- 
net. They are showing . 
leniency to peace prattlers and con- 
scientous objectors.” Mr. 
George wrote: “You have my best 
wishes for the success of your meet- 
ing. No faint-hearted nation, ne 
teeble- hearted person ever achieved 
any great purpose.” A resolution 
registered emphatic protest against 
“all agitations in favor of a premature : 
and forced peace as calculated to 
create dissension in a time of national 
crisis and to advance the interests of 
the enemy.”

It seems hard to realize in this cold 
dry weather, even for one who has 
been there, that in France the brys

‘knees in mud and water. Lut 
so during “Xmas week in 11d any-

way, and our greatest aim was to jmentioned muddy hillside. We wero day and had a good dinner, 
settled in quarters about twelve men 


‘find a dry spot. We were not in the 
‘front trenches during Xmas veck, but 
'we were quite close enough vp to 
‘them to know what they were like. 
jWe were 
‘enough as a few days before Xmas we 
were living in tents which were more 
‘or less wet all the time, and ve had 
to wade through mud knee deep, up 
the side of a slope to get.to them. 
(Can you imagine mud on the side of 
a slope? well it was there alright, 
not quite soft enough to run down). 
We had only joined the Canadians a 
few weeks before this, as the Batta- 
lion had been a part of the 80th Bri- 
gade (known as the Stonewall Bri- 
gade) 27th Division of the Imperial 
Army. We got on well with the 
English Tommies too, and I think 
they liked us. But there were five 
Battalions in the 80th, and also many 
thought we ought to be with our own 
Canadian boys, consequently when 
the 27th Division was ordered to Sal- 
oniki, about the end of November, we 
were joined up with the 3rd Division 
of Canadians, and with the 49th, 
42nd and the R.C.R.’s formed the 
7th Brigade. It has beena fine bri- 
gadq too, if I do say so myself, and 
has had its full share of anything go- 
ing on since it was first formed. 

| Well to get on, we had received 
more reinforcoments in November 
while near the village of Fletre in 
France some ten miles behind the line 
and on in December received orders 
to pack up and proceed towards the 
front line. We rather hoped, of 
,;course, that we were to go into the 
front line as it was the first time fur

try. But we were disappointed 1» it 
turned out we were to be close up in 
case of emergencies, and also some ig 
ging fatigues were required of us.

Now a word about our marching. 
Wo don’t march as a battalion all in 
one body, but often even the platoons 
march as units.

I 
was stopped and growled at by the 
rontier guard too, and had my name 
umber, ete., taken, but never heard 
anything more of it. Tt was raining 

good part of the day and that ra- 
ther spoiled things, but it mght 
have been much worse. The hut was 
(quite jolly until lights had to be put 
out. Some of the officers had manag- 
ed to buy or steal a goose and a 
young pig, also something to drink 
and so they had had quite a day too. 
Altogether we were pretty lucky as 
‘compared with the boys who wera 
olding the front trenches, The next 
ay our working parties started a- 
gain and there were more than usual 
iwith complaints to see the doctor 
We stayed in that camp, three or 
four more days, and nothing else 
very exciting happened outside of the 
capture of a whole family of Belgian 
spies, who were sienalling to the 
Germans from a windmill right at 
our door.

;Returning from Germany after a 
depressing visit there a neutral news- 
paperman writes in England: The 
vitality of London, the immense 
stream of traffic, the tall Australians 
and New Zealanders, clean-cut Can- 
adians,  dogged-looking English and 
Scots, the handsome young officers, 
the air of real confidence and abun- 
dance, strike me every time I leave 
my hotel for a walk, and the com- 
parison with the deserted roads of 
Berlin makes a newly arrived foreign- 
‘er nervous in crossing one of your 
whizzing main thoroughfures. You can 
walk across most streets in Berlin 
reading a newspaper, and those who 
remember Berlin before the war will 
realize the difference. 

So far I have heard no bell ringing 
and seen no flag displays in London, 
although since I have been here tho 
advances and cartures of prisoners 
on the western front would have af.- 
forded the Germans occasions for half 
a dozen such displays.

| OFFICERS FROM RANKS 


France's Method Throws Counts and 
Valets Together 


Will Irwin writes: A great many 
Frenchmen of humble occupation were 
reserve officers before the war. So 
it was when France entered Arma- 
geddon. There followed the unex- 
pectedly heavy losses of this war of 
slaughter. Further, some of the ro- 
Berve officers proved incompetent to 
command under battle conditions. New 
officers had continually to be supplied. 
And France supplied them from the 
ranks, choosing on no standard except 
military talent, courage and leader- 
ship. Probably the educated men 
have fared best in this process of 
selection, but it would be hard to say 
absolutely. The instances of humble 
men raised to command are so many 
that I should become wearisome if I 
quoted all I know. Here, however, 
are a few: 

The little hotel at which I stayed 
in Paris when the Hnes were being 
locked on the Aisne had a pretty 
young chambermald, in a state of con- 
fea anxiety about her husband. They 

ad married only six months before; 
he was the “boots” of the hotel. I 
asked about her the other day. She 
had quit, they said. Her husband was 
e@ lfeutenant now and she was living 
on his pay. An American corporal in 
the aviation corps had his wife and 
children in Paris. Their nursemaid 
quit. “Why?” asked her mistress. 
“My husband has become a lMeuten- 
ant,” she replied. “Besides, my brother- 
in-law is a major, and I’ve been think- 
{ng for some time that I shouldn’t be 
working for a corporal’s wife.” a 
wounded officer remarked to me: “One 
officer in our company was a priest 
before the war; one was a Saint Cyr 
Braduate—the son of a shopkeeper; 
one was a pork butcher; and I—I am

OF SIR DAVID BEATTY} german view 


Pen Picture of the Forceful, WInsome 
Fighter of Ships and Leader 
of Men 

When Beatty first became head of 
the Grand Fleet, an English paper 
contained the following: At Jutland 
Sir David Beatty first met the Ger- 
man battle-cruisers steaming north- 
ward; his was the superior force, and 
the enemy turned and fled, with Beatty 
in pursuit. When the enemy’s battle 
fleet came in sight Admiral Beatty, 
although out-numbered, followed Nel- 
son’s rule to attack “the enemy in 
sight.” He courageously stuck to the 
foe, and kept up an unequal battle 
against disadvantages of mist and 
light, which made the enemy ships 
from time to time invisible until the 
British Battle Fleet arrived under Sir 
John Jellicoe, when, but fur the mist 
and approach of night, which covered 
their flight, they would have~been 
annihilated. 


Idol of His Men 


One great secret of Sir David 
Beatty’s success in every command 
he has held {is his wonderful courage 
and dash. He is the idol of his men, 
who literally worship him. A corres- 
pondent reports that not long ago he 
was talking with a stoker of the flag- 
ship Lion, who waxed enthualastic 
over “our Admiral,” and swore that 
every man on board would die for him 
at the word. 

This admirable picture has been

A short time ago he publicly declared 
that Great Britain would not achieve 
final and complete victory in this war 
until the British people turneu to God 
and as a people consecrated them- 
selves to a new life. His words creat- 
ed a great sensation, and inaugurated 
a revival movement in the British 
Isles. ‘ 

Admiral Beatty is as popular so- 
cially as he is in the service, and 
his marriage with a daughter of the 
late Marshal Field, of Chicago, has 
made it possible for nim (in time of 
peace) to exercise a generous hos- 
pitality, both in Scotland and in the 
hunting shires. Since the war be- 
gan, Lady Beatty has been actively 
interested in organizing British work- 
ing girls for home defence. Admiral 
and Lady Beatty have two sons. 


INCOMPARABLE ARMIES 


Eulogy of Britain's Volunteers by an 
Italian—Their Leaven 


The Giornale d'Italia of Rome Says: 
The victorious British offensive on 
the Somme was achieved by those 
Bame volunteer soldiers whom Kit- 
chener's appeal called into being. The 
conscript army had not yet entered 
the fleld—or was only beginning to 
enter. Over and above the moral 
value, the military value of this extra- 
ordinary army of volunteers has been 
most strikingly manifest. These men 
not only frecly offered themselves to 
the sacrifice; they also voluntarily 
perfected their own powers; con 
amore they subjected themselves to 
severe discipline in order to educate 
themiselves to the highest possible 
military efficiency. By the privilege 


‘of their origin they met and triumph- 


ed over the Prussian Guard; they re- 
sponded to the imposing human suacri- 
fices demanded of them without any 
weakening of the moral force of the 
army. I have seen these soldiers be- 
hind the Somme; they were, and still 
are, different from the soldiers of any 
other nation. The Germans to-day 
have learned to fear this army. The 
fruits of their achievements are not 
merely of the immediate present. 
These volunteers constitute the best 
and most solid centre of the British 
army, and they will continue to repre- 
sent an unquenchable fire of en- 
thusiasm, an admirable patriotism 
whose influence the conscripted sol- 
diers will be unable to resist. They 
represent a model of perfection; an 
ideal to be aimed at; a ‘source of emu- 
lation; a leaven of heroism, moral and 
military, which will never be ax- 
hausted, however wide its dispersion 
may be. And for these qualities they 
will triumph.

A neutral after seeing Germany 
writes in London: There is another 
great piece of contrast. Though | 
have looked about carefully, I have 
seen no prisoners at work. The of: 
ficial figures explain that you have 
more of their prisoners than they 
have of yours. Tommy is well to 
the fore almost everywhere in Ger- 
many, working long hours and often 
at unpleasant tasks. I did not notice 
any British prisoners working in Ber- 
lin itself, but more than once I saw 
little squads of them being marched 
through the streets on their way 
from one station to another, and I 
can assure you that the hearts of the 
neutrals went out to them. They 
bore themselves gallantly, head erect, 
and with a cheerfulness that the Ger- 
man does not comprehend and much 
dislikes. On another occasion I saw 
British officer prisoners crossing tho 
Potsdamer Platz on their way to Pots- 
dam Station. They were the object 
of intense curiosity and were sur- 
rounded by a sea of Germans. There 
was no molestation or manifestation 
either way. They were smartly dres- 
sed and obviously attracted the 
feminine eye, as I gathered by the 
outspoken remarks of some of the 
Backfische (flappers) around me.

VICTORY OF MOROCCANS 


Douaumont French Again—The Swift 
Assault Described—Few Losses 
Following is an English acceunt of 

the brilliant recapture of Fort Douau- 

mont at Verdun: It was a battalion 
of the Moroccan Colonials which 
stormed Douaumont Fort. Before set- 
ting out in the morning they promised 
their comrades to do the job quickly 
and they kept their word. In spite 
of rain, mud, barbed wire, and in- 
numerable other obstacles, which the 
enemy had accumulated on the slopes 
of the fort, the attacking force push- 
ed up the slopes and narrow paths 
with incredible agility. About half- 
past two, less than three hours after 
they had gone over the parapets, the 
mist lifted and through their glasses 
the staff officers in the observation 
posts saw the Colonials standing out 
clearly against the horizon. On Douau- 
mont Ridge they could be seen like 
shadow figures climbing the hill, run- 
ning to and fro, and surrounding the 
fort on all sides. Swarming in ever- 
increasing numbers under its shat- 
tered walls they burst their way in 
and shortly after the watchers saw 
the columns of the vanquished issuing 
from the captured stronghold. Next 
morning the fort was cleaned up. The 
booty included a large quantity of 
arms, munitions, and artillery. De-

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GERMAN ROYALTY 


Head Hun and His Wlfe Lead the 
Way In Wonderful Boasting—Clown 
Prince’s Designs Upon france 
How supremely autocratic the Kais- 
er is is revealed in a book on German 
royalty which has been written by 
Baron Beyens, the Belgian Minister at 
Berlin for three years, up to the time 

of the outbreak of war.- 

“The new King of Bavaria,” says 
the Baron, “who hides a fine and acute 
Intelligence under a battered exterior; 
the King of Saxony, with the loud 
voice, the noisy laugh, and the soldier- 
ly figure; the King of Wurtemberg, 
most correct of gentlemen; the 
amiable Grand Duke of Baden, and 
the other minor gods of the modern 
Germanic Walhalla are the very 
humble servants of the Kaiser. 

“It {is in vain for them to exchange 
with him, with a tone of equality, 
telegrams in which the affectionate 
use of the second person singular is a 
‘matter of etiquette. It is in vain for 
them to swell and puff themselves 
within the boundaries of their respec- 
tive States, to address abundant 
speeches to their subjects, and to lend 
their presence on public occasions.

LULL 

Plant the main crop potatoes. 
Plant two or three varieties, so if one 
fails the other will be likely to pro- 
fluce a crop. Plant an experimental 
plot of a dozen varieties to ascertain 
which will produce the best on one’s 
own soil. 

In transplanting flower and vege- 
table plants choose a cloudy day if 
possible for the work and plant ina 
newly-prepared soil. Set the plants 
po firmly that a leaf can be pulled 
off without disturbing the roots. 

The more one experiments the more 
he will learn regarding his soil and 
plants, and the greater will be the 
{nterest taken in farm and garden 
work. Utilize the present season to 
perform all the experiments possible. 

In planting bush beans, sow the 
peed thinly. One seed dropped every 
two inches will give more and better 
beans than heavier planting. When 
grown thin the plants branch well 
and they will produce heavily. 

Work a little quick-acting fertilizer 
4rto tle soil about all perennial flow- 
ers. This will materially enhance 
their bloom. Keep the soil well stir- 
red about them, but if this cannot be 
done then mulch the ground with 
stable manure. 

In securing vegetable plants, those 
grown in pots will give better results 
than flat-grown plants. The cost is 
higher, but in the case of egg-plants, 
tomatoes and peppers the quicker 
growth compensates for the extra 
expense. . 

Nip the blossoms 
plants set last Fall, and one-year 
berry bushes. Don’t cut a one-year as- 
paragus bed at all, Dress it twice in 
May with salt, a pound to twenty 
square feet of ground. 

Keep the cultivator going; don’t let 
the grass and weeds get large, and 
while you are busy in the vegetable 
garden, do not neglect the flower 
beds, for weeds and grass will grow 
there, too, and be harmful to the 
plants.

HIDE HUN DEATH-ROLL 


Ignorance of German Women Is Very 
Carefully Maintalned ’ 


In an article explaining the attitude 
of the German women toward the war, 
Mr. D. Thomas Curtin, a special in- 
vestigator, said: To show how little 
the truth of the war is understood by 
the German women I may mention an 
incident that occurred at the house 
of people of the official class at which 
I was visiting one day. The eldest 
son, who was just back from the 
Somme trerches suffering from slight 
shell shock, brought home a copy of 
a London iliustrated paper which had 
been thrown across the trenches by 
the English. In this photograph there 
was a picture of a leng procession of 
German prisoners captured by the 
English. 

The daughter of the house, a well- 
read girl of nineteen, blazed up at the 
sight of this photograph and showed 
{t to her mother, who was equally 
surprised. The son of the house ro- 
marked, “Surely you know the Eng- 
lish have taken a great many prison- 
ers?” 

The women had never heard it and 
wero dumbfounded. When you como 
to think of it I wonder how often you 
have seen a reference to loss of prison- 
ers {n any German communique? The 
Germans conceal the lost prisoners 
just as they conceal the real death- 
roll.

WHERE WOMEN TRAIN 
FOR FARM AND SHOP 


England Can Use Hundreds of Thous- 
ands. on Farms—Married Women 
Back to Factories 
“I am the biggest farmer in Eng- 
land; if I find that I can satisfactorily 
substitute men’s labor on the land by 
women’s labor other farmers can fol- 
low my example.” So said the Duke 
of Marlborough, presiding at the meet- 
{ng at Grosvenor House, the Duke of 
Westminsters London house, to In- 
augurate the formation of the Wo- 
men’s National Land Service Corps, 
a national association to promote the 
enrollment of all classes of women 
to work on the land. Mr. Walter 
Long, president of the Local Govern- 
ment Board, said: “I know of very 
few duties on a farm that women can- 
pot do.” He had seen the crops of 
France gathered by children, old men, 
and crowds of women; and that work 
was done as well as the best farm 

workers in the world could do It. 


Want No Shirkers 


The Women’s National Land Ser- 
vice Corps wants only real workers. 
“We do not want people,” said Mrs. 
Roland Wilkins, chairman of the exe- 
cutive committee, “like the powdered 
lady who fled when she was told that 
she must clean out two pigsties be- 
fore breakfast.” The corps is can- 
vassing women’s public schools for 
obtaining holiday workers, and is con- 
templating cyclist corps of workers 
for district pressure calls. It is also 
training women squad leaders at a 
cost, including maintenance, of $5.75 
weekly for a short course. 


For Many Occupations 


Lord Selborne, the president of tho 
Board of Agriculture, has welcomed 
the formation of the corps, and has 
given a grant to the general purposes 
fund. Hundreds of thousands of wo- 
men are wanted. The Women's 
National Land Service Corps appeals 
to educated women to come forward 
for short courses of training. They 
act, after training, as local forewomen 
of detachments, and are paid by the 
farmers who employ them.
